Commemorative Issues - Six sets issued in 1963. 


With the introduction of phosphor bands on the National Productivity Year issue, the only 
commemorative set issued in 1962, all subsequent ‘Sterling’ commemoratives through to the 
middle of 1967 appeared with phosphor bands (as well as without) except the 2/6d Shakespeare 
(1964), 2/6d Parliament Buildings (1965), 2/6d Westminster Abbey (1966) stamps, and the 4d 
‘England Winners’ (1966) all of which were issued on ‘ordinary’ paper only. 


From the British Paintings issue of July 1967, all ‘Sterling’ commemoratives only appeared 
with phosphor bands. Please note that no account of ordinary paper/phosphor bands has been 
taken into account with regard to the Perfin record. Quantities of stamps sold (combined 
ordinary and phosphor figures) are shown above each stamp. The number of different Perfin 
dies known on each stamp is shown below, and is correct to 1” January 2019. 


1963/01 Freedom from Hunger, issued 21“ March 1963. 


The set, designed by Michael Goaman (1921-2009) was issued as part of a world-wide effort to 
bring attention to the problem of hunger and malnutrition.

The set, consisting of a single stamp, was designed by Reynolds Stone (1909-1979), and 
commemorated the centenary of the first international meeting of postal authorities which was 
held in 1863. A conference held in Paris in 1963, marked the event. 





Alan Reynolds Stone was made a CBE in 1953, and awarded an 
RDI (Royal Designer for Industry) in 1956. 
Amongst many notable achievements in his life he also designed the official coat of arms for 
HM Stationery Office, and ‘Britannia’ used on the £5 and £10 notes (1963/4).
